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REATLY INCREASED tensions in 
the Middle East, of deep concern to 
the entire world, remind us of the fuses 
which ignited at the beginning of World 
War I in 1914, and the aggravations 


which brought on World War II. 


Those who know scientifically the po- 
tential consequences of a third World 
War, and many with less knowledge, 
are convinced that the casualties would 
quickly reach such proportions, survival 
of any sizable nation will be impossible. 


Notwithstanding such a dark and 
foreboding outlook, instilling fear well- 
nigh overwhelming, there is an uplook 
to a rainbow of hope. 


Obviously, this is not a time for the 
administration of soothing syrup, nor 
is it appropriate to use prophetic Scrip- 
ture for the purpose of speculation. 


It is a time to do some sober thinking, 
explore the possibilities, and then take 
some sane, safe action in this late hour.

in the world. Such terminology would 
undoubtedly become obsolete, the holo- 
caust would be so great. 


The enormity of full scale thermonu- 
clear destruction exceeds the ability of 
man to fathom it. 


Second: The world is worried, and 
fretting as never before because a lar. 
ger percentage of the population is 
able to understand the potential con- 
sequences. 


There is less illiteracy. In recent 
years, uncounted millions of people 
have become aware of what is taking 
place beyond their own formerly limit- 
ed scope of perception. 


More people are able to read. News 
gathering agencies have become more 
proficient. Reports of happenings reach 
the masses quickly. News comes to the 
ears and eyes when it is fresh, instant- 
ly awakening keen interest. 


Modern methods of communication 
make dissemination of news possible 
on a greater scale than ever before. 
Radio and television play an important 
role. People, unable to read, can hear 
and see what is going on the world over. 


At first, the reports of world news 
in remote areas were fascinatingly in- 
teresting and enjoyable ... then severe- 
ly awakening ... later, causing appre- 
hension, followed by anxiety. Now it is 
instilling fear. 


A deep-seated pessimism prevails 
among all nations of the world. There 
are reasons for it. The symptoms are 
bad. There is no denial that all is not 
well. Let us honestly look at the under- 
lying, contributing factors.

God has been good to us in Ameri- 
ca. We have been blessed in multitudin- 
ous ways. It is not luck that has brought 
us to the place of imminence and in- 
fluence, financial prosperity and, last 
but not least, spiritual blessings from 
on high. 


Neither have we achieved political 
and financial strength, as a nation, be- 
cause of natural superiority. Such a 
complex is both out of place and out 
of date. 


Why have we been permitted to pros- 
per, rise to power and carry on nation- 
ally and internationally in such great 
proportions?

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Divine providence is the answer. It 
is because of God’s favor. To be more 
specific, it is due to the grace of God 
through Jesus Christ, His Son. 


Our nation, admittedly Chris- 
tian, with all its faults, has openly de- 
clared dependence upon the Almighty 
— “In God we trust.” Millions, yes 
billions of such confessions appear on 
United States coins and stamps. 


This does not mean that we are God’s 
pets. Arbitrary favoritism, as practiced 
by man unreasonably, is impossible 
with the Righteous One. His wisdom is 
infinite. His purposes noble. He is in- 
terested in all His creation. 


Caution Needful 
Although highly favored by God, 


there is an important lesson for us to 
learn from the past, namely, God’s deal- 
ings with Israel of old. 


Chosen by the same beneficent God, 
who loves the whole world, ancient Is- 
rael prospered beyond all expectations. 


The selection made by the all-wise 
and all-powerful “God of all flesh,” and 
the fabulous blessings which  fol- 
lowed, were not their lot because of any 
inherent superiority possessed by Abra- 
ham and his descendants. 


Rather, the call ... the faith ... the 
separation (not integration) ... the in- 
struction ... the training and discipline 
... physical health ... political influ- 
ence and wealth were all made possible 
by unmerited favor ... the grace of 
God, because of His love for the whole 
world. This, Israel, as a nation, failed 
to appreciate! 


If we can understand God’s purpose 
in doing so for the patriarchs and an- 
cient Israel in order to bring blessing 
to the world in need of a Saviour, then 
we can see more clearly His world-wide 
objective today, and be able to better 
apprehend our calling, our responsibil- 
ity, our failures. 


Repenting before God, in humility 
and with confession may He grant that 
we become a more acceptable channel 
of blessing throughout the whole world 
instead of suffering divine rejection 
and dismal, dreadful, debasing defeat 
inflicted by godless foes by divine per- 
mission. 


Apparently we have reached the 
“eleventh hour,” in the terms employed 
by the Saviour in Matthew, chapter 20, 
verse 6. 


In the opinion of those who are more 
familiar with universal conditions than 
with Scriptural terminology, we are 
fearfully near the “zero hour” of civili- 
zation as we know it today. 
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Notwithstanding the close proximity 
of cataclysmic operations in propor- 
tions heretofore unknown, there is still 
hope for us. 


What we do in this eleventh hour of 
opportunity is extremely important. The 
day is far spent. Time is running out. 
But, thank God, “the Lord of the har- 
vest.” with a concern for the world, 
even yet is willing to take on laborers 
until the end of the harvest. 


The Lord Jesus said, “This gospel of 
the kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world for a witness unto all nations; 
and then shall the end come.” 


God’s Favor Purposeful 


Are you aware that, with God, things 
do not just happen? We, as a people, 
signally blessed by Him in the further- 
ance of His world-embracing plan, will 
do well to consider the similarity of our 
blessings to those of the ancient people 
of Israel, and take heed, lest we become 
intoxicated with successive achieve- 
ments, and glory in them as though our 
own ingenuity had brought us to the 
important place now occupied in world 
affairs. 


Please think with me of the world- 
redemptive purpose of Jehovah when 
He approached Abram, the son of an 
idol-worshiper in Ur of the Chaldees. 


What was God’s purpose in selecting 
and calling Abraham, as he was after- 
ward named, because of the part he was 
to take with the Redeemer in the devel- 
opment of divine, world-wide plans? 


Was it merely to make an unheard-of 
man famous, or to promote his posteri- 
ty to a place of dominion over less for- 
tunate peoples of the earth? 


Later, when extinction of Israel seem- 
ed inevitable, was deliverance plus mar- 
velous preservation the goal, or means 
to an end? There has evidently been a 
misplacement of emphasis. Let us make 
some observations and avoid making 
the same mistakes. 


The Bible has the answer to the fore- 
going questions pertaining to a people 
whose advantages, the Apostle Paul 
said, were great (Romans 9:4,5). Here 
is the answer: 


“And the scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen (Gen- 
tiles) through faith, preached before 
the gospel unto Abraham, saying, In 
thee shall all nations be blessed. 


“That the blessing of Abraham might 
come on the Gentiles through Jesus 
Christ; that we might receive the prom- 
ise of the Spirit through faith.” (Gala- 
tians 3:8,14)

HE ELECTION of Dr. Edwin T. 
Dahlberg as President of the Nation- 


al Council of Churches was a sensation- 
al act of strategy. 


Dr. Dahlberg is the pastor of the 
Delmar Baptist Church of St. Louis, 
Missouri, listed as belonging to the 
Southern Baptist Convention. The 
Southern Baptists do not belong as a 
denomination to the National Council. 


This elevation of Dr. Dahlberg may 
prove the wedge that breaks the solidar- 
ity of the Baptists of the South. It was 
possibly meant to be so. 


The Southern Baptist Church is sec- 
ond only to the Methodists in point of 
numbers. in the United States, and is 
growing like a mushroom. 


Dr. Dahlberg may lead his “sheep” 
from the pastures of conservatism in- 
to the supposedly greener pastures of 
liberalism, which “spread” is now own- 
ed and operated by the National Coun- 
cil. 

He seems to be eminently qualified. 
In a recent address before the World 
Baptist Congress, Dr. Dahlberg said 
that the time has come to eliminate such 
expressions as “the precious name of 
Jesus,” “coming under the Blood,” 
“Saved by Grace,” “born of the Spirit” 
and “His coming again,” since they no 
longer had any meaning and did not 
register in the minds of the ordinary 
listeners. 


He boldly and caustically criticized 
personal evangelism, especially as _ re- 
sorted to in what is known as “mass 
evangelism.”

The Doctor is one of the leading Pa- 
cifists in the ecclesiastical set-up, now 
massing in the National Council. 


It would appear from his associations 
that he is a better liberal than Southern 
Baptist, although many students of mod- 
ern trends contend that the Southern 
Baptist denomination is slowly but sure- 
ly moving, like a great earth-shift, in- 
to a new position in the battle-line that 
marks the contest between liberalism 
and conservatism. 


Until the last generation, the South- 
ern Baptists have been famous for their 
stubborn stand as conservatives. 


Liberalism, Southern Style 


Today, leaders such as Dr. Dahlberg, 
and others who might be mentioned, 
have made tremendous gains for liber- 
alism among the Southern variety of 
immersionists. 


At the present moment the Southern 
Baptists as a denomination are nomin- 
ally independent. The ecclesiastical lead- 
ers of the nation will watch with much 
interest the results of the election of 
one of their most prominent members 
as president of the National Council. 


However, Dr. Dahlberg qualifies as 
president of the National Council, not 
only because he is a radical pacifist but 
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because of his association with leading 
left-wingers and more than one subver- 
sive organization so listed by govern- 
ment agencies. 


Dr. J. B. Matthews, one of the best 
known and trusted anti-Communists in 
America, whose long and historic bat- 
tle against Communist infiltration in 
the United States has been most fruit- 
ful, lists Dr. Dahlberg as either affiliat- 
ed or cooperative with: 


The Citizen’s Committee to free Earl 
Browder; an open letter to President 
Roosevelt, protesting an order for the 
deportation of Harry Bridges; the Na- 
tional Committee to combat anti-Semi- 
tism ; 

The report of the Committee visiting 
Yugoslavia (Expenses of committee 
paid by Communists); Conference on 
Peaceful Alternative to the Atlantic 
Pact; 

Committee to repeal the McCarran 
Act; Committee to secure justice for 
Morton Sobell; and other similar or- 
ganizations, which do not prove Dr. 
Dahlberg a Communist or a Commu- 
nist sympathizer, but rather a_pro- 
nounced liberal and certainly a left- 
winger. 

All the above organizations and 
movements have been cited as pro- 
Communist, according to Dr. Matthews. 


For the past few years, a tremendous 
concern has been felt by a few sound, 
conservative Southern Baptist leaders, 
lest the denomination that has so long 
withstood the pressure of radicalism, 
especially of pacifism and liberalism, 
find damaging inroads being made into 
that communion. 


Now that Dr. Dahlberg, their own 
man, has been elected to head up the 
National Council, it would seem that a 
victory of no mean proportions has 
been achieved by the liberal forces. 


The Pacifist Movement 


We should not forget that the Paci- 
fist movement is a most appealing 
“stalking horse” for the entire modern- 
istic apparatus. 


Thousands, possibly millions, con- 
fuse pacifism with peace and honestly 
believe that the pacifists are the real 
champions of peace. 


Some of us as honestly believe that 
our nation would have long ago been 
destroyed by war had it not been for 
the strong defense that had been build- 
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ed by patriotic and far-sighted leader- 
ship, supported by millions of genuine 
Americans who believe that strength 
and defensive preparation against at- 
tack are the surest guarantee of peace. 


We are certain that eighty, possibly 
ninety, per cent of the Southern Bap- 
tists of the United States, recognize and 
oppose the subtle arguments of pacifism. 


And yet the man who heads the Na- 
tional Council, himself a Southern Bap- 
tist, is one of the strongest and most 
radical pacifists in the whole land. 


The Northern Baptists 


Two facts should not escape our 
readers, however: Dr. Dahlberg trained 
under the Northern Baptists, while pas- 
tor of the First Baptist Church of Syra- 
cuse. 

The Northern Baptists are notorious 
for their liberalism, their modernism 
and their pacifism. 


The switching of Dr. Dahlberg from 
the First Baptist Church of Syracuse 
(Northern Baptist) to the Delmar Bap- 
tist Church of St. Louis (Southern Bap- 
tist) may have been strategy, prepara- 
tory to his elevation to the presidency 
of the National Council of Churches. 


The second fact is that the Southern 
Baptist Church is so organized that 
each local church is governed within 
itself. The denomination could not com- 
mit the body of believers, known as 
Southern Baptists, to the National Coun- 
cil, if it chose to do so. 





Dr. Dahlberg may be able to take a 
few local Baptist churches into the Na- 
tional Council but it is very doubtful 
indeed if his new power within the 
Southern Baptist denomination is sufh- 
cient to swing the entire body or any 
large percentage of it. 


This does not rule out the possibility 
that the election of Dr. Dahlberg as 
president of the National Council of 
Churches was a cunningly devised trap- 
ping expedition for the second largest 
Protestant denomination in the United 
States. Even so, we doubt if it succeeds. 


As for pacifism, already this lure has 
gathered quite a net-full. More than one 
Southern Baptist Church has left the 
old conservative moorings and set sails 
for other seas. 


One great Southern Baptist divinity 
school has swung positively in that di- 
rection. 

These are strange times. We will see 
what we will see! 


And yet it is a safe guess that from 
Texas, Georgia, the Carolinas and other 
centers of the ancient days, there will 
arise the so-called little clerics of the 
Baptist persuasion, whose small “meet- 
in’ houses” will resound with protests 
as the pacifists, the liberals and the 
modernists come down to possess the 
land. 

Some churches prosper by uniting. 
The Baptists grow by splitting. There 
might be a lot of splitting among the 
Southern Baptists in the near future! 
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Every living person is conscious of 
and cares for himself — he is self-in- 
terested. 


Unless a person completely isolates 
himself from other people, as some 
hermits have tried to do, he has con- 
tacts with other persons. 


For this reason, our lives have a 
real and often great effect on other peo- 
ple and theirs on us, for better or for 
worse. 


The Christian is a sinner, saved by 
grace through faith. He still has his old 
nature, because that is not eradicated 
while we are in this world. 


After conversion, the new man in 
Christ knows what is right, what he 
should do, and he greatly desires to do 
it, yet the old man makes him also want 
to do the former things. He finds him- 
self in a tug-of-war between the new 


and the old.

Indigenous Churches 


Soon after opening the Spanish mis- 
sion field in the West Indies, it became 
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clear to leaders of the Defenders or- 
ganization that the Pauline plan of or- 
ganizing local Churches under native 
leadership was the ideal method. 


This approach presupposed the es- 
tablishing of a school in which to train 
men and women willing to dedicate 
their lives to the cause of Christ. 


The Defenders Theological Seminary, 
a successful institution housed in a 
building that cost more than 60-thou- 
sand dollars to erect, is the materiali- 
zation of that vision. 


Because of the poverty which exists 
in Puerto Rico, students are not able 
to finance their schooling.

Curriculum 
Among the courses to be included in 
the curriculum this year will be:

ARE SLIPPING 


GERALD B. WINROD, D.D. 


(AS REPRINTED FROM THE 
FEBRUARY 1930 DEFENDER) 








“TW MY OPINION the dying mission- 
ary zeal of the Church will not be 
revived without a revolution as funda- 
mental as that which led the churches, 
in the first place, to dare to proclaim 
their gospel to the ends of the earth. 


“Foreign missions, from having been 
an agency of spiritual regeneration, are 
fast becoming merely a church-support- 
ed philanthropy. As a philanthropy it is 
doomed, not only to failure, but to ex- 
tinction. 


“The emptying treasuries of many 
mission boards is tragic testimony to 
the fact that men and women who might 
be enlisted in a world enterprise that 
was dynamically religious will simply 
not give their money to one that seems 
to them to constitute chiefly an ecclesi- 
astical rival of State and privately sup- 
ported charities.” 


These timely words were spoken by 
Dr. Stanley High a short time ago at a 
regional meeting of the Congregational 
Churches of New England, at New Bri- 
tain, Connecticut. 


Dr. High was Secretary of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions until he recently became editor 
of The Christian Herald. Not long ago 
he toured mission fields in Asia, Africa 
and Europe. 


Dr. High continued: “The primary 
business for which missionaries went 
out to the field, and for which we gave 
of our resources to support them, was 
evangelical. 


“One thing — and one thing only we 





had, uniquely to give them. That one 
thing was the transforming gospel of 
Jesus Christ. 


“Unfortunately for our missionary 
program, and also, I believe, for our 
own souls, this fundamental purpose 
has been slipping more and more into 


the background. 


“What are the concerns of the mis- 
sion board and the mission agency? To 
what do we tie up our present-day ap- 
peals for money? 


“Isn’t our language today the lan- 
guage of ecclesiastical institutionalism? 
And are not our major missionary 
agencies devoted, these days, to the per- 
petuation of these institutions? 


“Where does the individual, life- 
changing process — which, I repeat, is 
the only fundamental thing that the 
Christians of the West have to give to 
the non-Christian world — just where 
does that regenerating process come in? 


“Well, in my estimation, it comes in 
for a decidedly minor emphasis. And a 
declining missionary income which is 
only a reflection of a declined mission- 
ary interest is the result.” 


These are choice words, well spoken, 
and at an opportune time. “Slipping” 
is the right word. The awful, deaden- 
ing, paralyzing effect of Modernism 
has well-nigh pulled the teeth out of 
vigorous Gospel endeavor on those for- 
eign fields which are under the control 
of the larger denominations. 


The “slipping” has become a “land- 
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slide,” and in consequence, the mission- 
ary passion and vision is being lost. 


At a time when the greatest oppor- 
tunities in the history of missions are 
open to the Church, involving improved 
conditions in heathen lands, such as 
hard-surfaced roads, which are being 
laid down even in the jungles; rapid 
methods of steamship transportation to 
and from the fields; automobiles and 
gasoline available for the missionaries; 
fast mail, telephone and radio means 
of communication — at a time like this, 
when we should be functioning at our 
highest and best, the various Boards 
are retrenching, pulling missionaries 
home, and contributions are drying up. 


A Lost Vision 

Will the Church regain her lost vis- 
ion? Has she sufficient vitality to re- 
cuperate? 


Remember, the Church is an organ- 
ism and organisms are subject to para- 
sites. The leech is a blood-sucking par- 
asite. Modernism has been engaged for 
a good many years in sucking the life 
blood out of the veins of the Church. 


“The life of the flesh is in the blood” 
— Moses gave this definition of the 
fact of the circulation of the blood, 
many centuries before Sir William 
Harvey was born. 


The life of the Church is in the blood 
— the Blood of Jesus Christ, God’s Son. 


Modernism is a parasite. It has no 
blood. It utterly repudiates the Blood 
Gospel of the New Testament. It sucks 
blood. It has been sucking the Blood 
of Jesus Christ out of the Church for 
many years. 


The result is, the Church has been 
left in a weakened condition. It has 
blood poison. Its healthy cell structure 
has been torn down. Its glands are 
weakened. 

Will the organism build up again? 
The only hope is to immediately de- 
stroy the stinking parasites of Modern- 
ism, Infidelity and Rationalism which 
are sucking out blood and pumping 
poison into the organism. 


The hope is an immediate return to 
the proclamation of the regenerating, 
transforming, supernatural, Holy Ghost, 
New Testament Gospel. The so-called 
“social Gospel” has failed miserably. 


The Church is of supernatural origin 
and its real message is a supernatural 
testimony. It was never intended to 
compete with the Rotary Club, the 
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Chamber of Commerce and the Red 
Cross. 

One whole denomination has gone 
wild over the “social Gospel,” as if the 
social side were the all-important side 
of Christianity. 

The social element in Christianity is 
a mere humanitarian by-product. The 
real Gospel is a supernatural, creative, 
transforming, regenerating power. 


The problem of missions, with which 
all denominations are confronted, will 
be solved, if indeed it is ever solved — 
when the Church comes back to its first 
love and invades the dark places of the 
earth in the power and demonstration 
of the Spirit. 

The problem will be solved when its 
materialistic modernism is thrown over- 
board and its missionaries take with 
them an inspired Book, a supernatural, 
Virgin-born Christ, a Blood Gospel and 
a soul passion for the lost. 


The unevangelized regions of the 
world do not need reformation; they 
need regeneration. 

Moreover, Modernism has contribu- 
ted to the loss of evangelistic enthusi- 
asm on the foreign fields as well as in 
the homeland. 

The Church needs a new sense of the 
value of a soul. It needs to realize in 
a new way that countless multitudes are 
slipping into an eternity of everlasting 
darkness for want of the Gospel light. 


The Origin of Heathenism 


By virtue of the present discussion, 
we are obliged at this point to consider 
briefly the origin of heathenism. 


In the first place, it must be under- 
stood that the heathen himself is direct- 
ly responsible for his present condition. 


We read in the first chapter of Rom- 
ans that he brought his unfortunate 
state upon himself and that he is “with- 
out excuse.” 

As the sin of Adam is visited upon 
every member of Adam’s race under 
the law of heredity, so also the sins of 
the heathen’s ancestors are visited up- 
on the heathen of today. 


There is a light of conscience which 
lights up every mortal coming into this 
span of existence. John tells us that 
there is “a light which lighteth every 
man that cometh into the world.” 


Justice holds man responsible for the 
light that he possesses. It is a danger- 
ous thing to refuse to walk in the moral 
light which gleams upon our pathway. 


Much will be required of America be- 
cause she has much light. The con- 
science was the light of heathen races 
in ages gone by. 

The light of the conscience produces 
a very delicate and a very pure glow in 
the human soul. The conscience is an 
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intricate and sensitive mechanism. 
Someone has said that the conscience 
is the alarm clock of the soul. It is a 
sensible person who obeys its jingle. 


The heathen refused to walk in the 
light and we read that “God gave them 
up.” 

The most terrible passage of Scrip- 
ture in the Bible is Romans 1:20-28. 


Conscience 


Heathen lands are wrapped in the 
present cloud of darkness because they 
refused to walk in the light of con- 
science and the light of God as revealed 
in nature. 

They permitted themselves to follow 
the line of least resistance toward de- 
generation, and “God gave them up” to 
their own lusts, “vain imagination” and 
“vile affections.” “They became fools 
and worshipped “beasts and creeping 
things.” 

Katherine Mayo, in her astounding 
book, “Mother India,” tells of a Hindu 
who was milking a cow. The cow is, of 
course, sacred in India. 


The above Scripture tells us why the 
cow, the monkey and other animals 
should be worshipped in heathen lands. 


This particular cow did something 
which made the Hindu angry and in a 
fit of rage, he cut off one of its legs. 
He could not kill it, of course, because 
it was sacred, so he tied up the wound. 


It was left to die slowly, while suf- 
fering the most terrible pain imagin- 
able. It is dangerous to kill a fly or 
mash a bug in India, for you might be 
taking the life of a blood relative. 


After riots, in India it is a common 
thing to see members of the lower 
castes lying dead on the streets, left 
there for the flesh to rot off their bones, 
while the sacred cows are taken care 
of tenderly by the high caste Brahmans. 


The cow is much more sacred than 
the human. It would be a sin for the 
Brahman to contaminate himself or his 
garments by touching the body of a 
member of a low caste. 

These things are mentioned to show 
that the explanation of heathenism in 
the first chapter of Romans is in keep- 
ing with the actual conditions found in 
heathen lands, even down to the present 
hour. 

We venture to suggest that the Social 
Gospel and Modernism on the mission 
fields of the world have caused hun- 
dreds of missionaries to lose the con- 
sciousness of the value of a soul. 


They forget that their primary inter- 
est should not be to reform and educate 
the heathen; the primary _ interest 
should be to evangelism — the type of 
evangelism that saves deathless souls 
from eternal night! 
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(CONSIDER now the lowly Cactus 

and his slightly taller brother, the 
flowering Yucca. For these members of 
the flora and fauna, bedecking the dry 
and sultry wastes of Southwestern North 
America may prove to be our Cinder- 
ella plants in the years ahead. 


Tourists whizzing over, through and 
on the bleak land of Cactus, Yucca, 
Mesquite, Sage, Juniper and then more 
of the same, may have missed the point, 
to coin a spiny phrase, in dismissing 
desert growth as of little use and less 
value. 


On the contrary, new research is 
yielding botanical gold from the shift- 
ing sands of the desert wastes. 


Aside from using them as living to- 
tem poles in the region of Tucson and 
Phoenix, or as a source of pretty crim- 
son blossoms and waxy, Camellia-like 
flowers in spring, the Yucca and the 
Cactus can be the Gold Dust Twins of 
Tomorrow. Here are a few reasons 
why: 


Did you know that for years certain 
enterprising firms have used Yucca and 
Cactus extracts to make boiler com- 
pounds the better to clean said boilers? 


Or did you know that as a source of 
soap these prickly citizens are par ex- 
cellence ... No? Well, how about us- 
ing Cactus for water softening ... not 
far fetched at all. In fact, there are a 
few other uses, about a hundred or so, 
you should look into. 


For example, during the last war our 
Government used Yucca and Cactus 
compounds in the making of foam for 
fighting fire ... right ... seems these 





plants produce a wonderful foam that 
smothers fire. 


The list grows longer. How about 
making paint bases with Cactus juice ? 
That, too. There seems no end to the 
versatility of these inhospitable fixtures 
of the sand and mesa. 


One of the more important uses to 
which the Yucca and the Cactus are be- 
ing put is in the field of agriculture. 
Strange? Not at all. 


For hundreds of years Indians used 
a ground-up form of the plants to ferti- 
lize their corn patches and get yield 
from the barren soil where none seem- 
ed possible. 


Plant Enzymes 


Investigators have found that in the 
sap of these plants (or juices, if you 
like) there are highly concentrated 
plant enzymes as well as a wonderful 
source of trace minerals. 


They theorize that these growths sub- 
sist on such a small amount of moisture 
rain being practically non-existent 
on the desert except in cloudbursts ... 
that they must store in their semipor- 
ous and fibrous interiors the means for 
living. 
Then, as they absorb the occasional 
moisture which the winds bring them, 
they do so through their bark rather 
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than through their root system. As a 
result, they are natural concentrating 
units for storing and holding vital life 
elements which their meager root sys- 
tem takes from the dry soil. 


Modern methods employ leeching 
processes by which these concentrates 
are then used to fertilize depleted soils. 


One of the interesting facts here is 
the almost miraculous capacity of the 
concentrates so produced to neutralize 
alkaline in the soil, as well as to bring 
about a loosening of hard clays and 
adobe-like soils. 


Oddly enough, very little of the ma- 
terial is required ... only a few drops 
per gallon of irrigation water does the 
trick. Yields increase fantastically and, 
more important, the soil remains sweet 
and free from parasites as long as it is 
treated with nature’s fertilizers. 


In the orange groves, on the other 
hand, growers have found that a wash 
or spray of the concentrated Yucca 
juice frees trees of a green mold, the 
bane of citrus growers. 


The agricultural uses of these plants 
have barely been touched as yet. One 
of the principle reasons is a host of state 
regulations which require the addition 
of such chemical fertilizers as potash 
and nitrogen before a soil conditioner 
can be marketed. This may be to pro- 
tect the large and well-established chem- 
ical fertilizer business ... or it may not. 


Proponents of the Cactus variety of 
fertilizer claim they are not allowed to 
sell their products as soil conditioners 
unless they first add to them the chem- 
ical fertilizers which, they maintain, 
ruins the product and makes it too hot 
for the soil to utilize. 


Biological Field 


But perhaps the most golden use of all 
lies in the field of biology ... and more 
important, in the field of health and 
well-being. 


Although everyone knows about the 
use of Cactus for pretty candies which 
are sold along the wayside or in the sta- 
tions of Arizona and New Mexico and, 
of course, all through Old Mexico ... 
and naturally every stout drinker knows 
about the potent and highly energetic 
fire water which the Indians produce 
from ferments of certain members of 
the desert fauna clan ... still hardly 
anyone stops to think about the real and 
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important uses to which these plants 
have been put. 


Long before the White Man came, the 
simple souls living on the dry, barren 
mesas and in the deep red canyons 
knew the value of their prickly gardens 
...for in sickness they had only Nature 
as doctor and pharmacist. 


Did you know that extracts from cer- 
tain members of the Cactus family act 
to reduce sugar and have been used as 
a substitute for insulin injections in 
diabetes? Fact? 


Well, about 1929 or thereabouts a 
patent was granted for just such a use 
... what happened thereafter is obscur- 
ed by the deep fog which seems to cov- 
er all efforts to bring the diabetic pic- 
ture into the open. 


India Snake Root 


Since we are now so well informed 
about the magical properties of an- 
other plant ... the Indian Snake Root, 
better known in some quarters as Ra- 
wulfia ... with its wonderful effect on 
mental disorders, as well as in lowering 
certain forms of high blood pressure 
... I wonder how many know that the 
Indians used extracts from Yucca and 
Cactus to eliminate heart disease and 
many other conditions associated with 
old age and senility. 


Can there be a reason for all to see 
why those dried-up citizens perched 
along the road from Tucumcari to 
Phoenix live so long so free from sick- 
ness and disease? 


Many researchers say yes ... it is 
in their highly unscientific and definite- 
ly unmodern use of the plants of the 
desert, which they brew into teas, po- 
tions and elixirs, to ward off the aches 
and miseries. 


For instance, not many of us know 
that a simple little plant of the desert, 
which natives of the Southwest call 
Squaw Bush, is of value as a tea ... of 
value not only in overcoming asthmatic 
conditions but also in alleviating gono- 
rrheal symptoms. 
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But also, and more pointed, is the 
fact that the heathen Chinese used this 
same remedy for this self-same malady 
over three thousand years ago! 


Laboratory breakdown tells us it con- 
tains ephedrine, a substance related to 
the hormone group of the adrenal 
glands which effects the respiratory 
system. 


Cactus plants are a good source of 
food for cattle as many Western cattle- 
men know very well ... but not every- 
one knows that in South Africa, which 
has a climate and terrain in some spots 
very similar to that of the Southwestern 
United States, the use of the Cactus 
leaves as cattle food is considered a 
staple of the diet. 


The time of harvest has been care- 
fully investigated, and it has been 
found that these Sun plants are full of 
protein and plant oil values at the close 
of summer. 


Yucca 


The word Yucca comes, of course, 
from Yucatan, the old homeland of the 
ancient Maya peoples now buried deep 
in tropical jungles of Southeastern 
Mexico. 


People in the West know the Yucca 
by its beautiful creamy blossoms, and 
they wander around in the dark by 
its pointed, spiny leaves. 


A great deal of recent research has 
been done on the Yucca ... one of the 
most interesting is reported out of the 


Holy Land. 


These researchers were looking for 
a use for what is considered in most 
desert areas a real pest. 


They found that ... “various species 
of Yucca have actual and _ potential 
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economic values ... Cactus alkaloids 
can be used as starting points in the 
synthesis of Adrenal and sympathoma- 
metic drugs ... the isoquinoline struc- 
ture suggests antimalarial possibilities 
... saponins have been found in var- 
ious Yuccas ... these can be converted 
into sex hormones and are being in- 
vestigated for possible conversion to 
Cortisone.” 


Yes, indeed, the Yucca and the Cac- 
tus must not be sold short in man’s 
struggle for survival, and the old In- 
dians knew what they were about, it ap- 
pears. 


Potential Cancer Inhibitor? 


An interesting note in a very serious 
field of investigation, Cancer, has been 
sounded by the University of Texas in 
a report entitled “Cancer, Chemother- 
apy Experiments with Plant Extracts.” 


These men tested more than 250 plant 
extracts for their effect on the growth 
of embryo and tumor in tumor-bearing 


eggs. 


They report in part that an aqueous 
extract of Yucca roots inhibited tumor 
and embryo growth to about the same 
degree as aminopterin (a tumor-inhibit- 
ing substance), whereas an alcoholic 
extract of Yucca roots inhibited tumor 
growth in the aminopterin range with- 
out effecting the growth of the embryo. 


Of course, these reports only point 
the way to greater and more extensive 
research and must never be taken as 
indicating that a cure or even an ap- 
proach to a cure for a disease as seri- 
ous as Cancer has been found. 


Still, it does point out the interest 
which is being taken in searching out 
new ways to beat man’s oldest malady. 


Yes, the uses of the plants of the de- 
sert are many. At last research has 
gotten under way to catalogue and 
evaluate and perhaps make available 
to mankind the seemingly worthless 
plant growth which covers the land of 
the mirage, of the dust devil and the 
burning sun. 


Consider indeed the lowly Cactus and 
the Yucca. Tomorrow they may become 
the basic ingredient in some new life- 
giving elixir or vitamin compound or 
pharmaceutical what-not your doctor 
prescribes to make you well ... or you 
may be using them to wash your clothes 
or to soften the water for the dinner 
dishes ... or to make your roses grow.

HEAD 


OF CHRIST

“He stedfastly set his face to go to 
Jerusalem.” (Luke 9:51) 


HE PAINTER of this now famous 
picture, Warner E. Sallman, was 
born in Chicago in 1892. 


As might be expected, Mr. Sallman 
came from a Christian home. Early in 
life he was stimulated by the Bible pic- 
tures he saw in Sunday School. 


The Bible illustrations of Gustav Dore 
set his soul aflame with a burning de- 
sire to become a Christian artist. His 
teachers encouraged his artistic inter- 
ests and his church steadied him in his 
dreams and hopes. 


He took an apprenticeship in an art 
studio at the age of fourteen, studying 
evenings in the Chicago Art Institute. 
Nine years of persistent effort won for 
him the only certificate ever given for 
evening work in the Institute’s history. 


At the insistence of an older artist 
under whom he was working, he took 
classes in the Bible Institute at the same 
time he was studying his art. It was 
here that he was challenged by the 
Dean. 


“Sallman,” Dean Sellers began, “I un- 
derstand you’re an artist.” 


“Well — ah — I like to draw, any- 
way,” Sallman replied. 


“Good, Keep right at it. We need 
Christian artists. And I hope sometime 
you give us your conception of Christ. 
Most of the pictures I have seen are too 
effeminate. I hope you'll picture a 
virile, manly Christ!” 


“You mean you think Jesus was a 
more rugged type?” 


“Exactly. He lived and worked out 
of doors, so he must have been tanned. 
He was a man’s man who set his face 
like flint towards Jerusalem. His was a 
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masculine face of strength and power. 
That’s the picture we need, Sallman, 
and I hope you will do it someday.” 


For a long time the youthful artist 
had been struck with the inadequate 
way in which Christ was usually pictur- 
ed. He shared the Dean’s feeling of 
divine discontent with the sad, weary, 
effeminate picturizations of the Christ 
so often seen. 


In all humility he felt that the face of 
Christ should be one of beautiful but 
rugged simplicity. He hoped someday 
to make such a picture. 


During this formative period, Sall- 
man made the acquaintance of a young 
theological student who was giving a 
series of addresses which sought to pre- 
sent a more adequate picture of Jesus. 


WHEN PRAYER FAILS! 
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As Sallman listened to the lectures, 
he sometimes sketched on the margins 
of the mimeographed sheets given to 
members of the class. Unconsciously, 
perhaps, he was searching for the lines 
with which to picture this larger ideal 
of the Master. 


Mr. Sallman was thirty-one when the 
occasion for such a picture confronted 
him. By this time, he was serving as 
art editor of a religious youth maga- 
zine. 


The Covenant Companion 


It was his responsibility to work out 
with the art staff the illustrations and 
cover designs for the entire year. 


At the staff meeting, no one had a 
satisfactory suggestion for the “Chris- 
tian Life” number which was to appear 
in February 1924. Since Sallman him- 
self had no satisfactory suggestion to 
offer, he did not feel that he should as- 
sign the responsibility to another, and 
the matter was left in his hands. 


The picture had to be finished and in 
the hands of the engraver early in Jan- 
uary in order to make the February is- 
sue, which was the important “Chris- 
tian Life” number. 


He meditated on that theme for a 
long time, trying to arrive at something 
that would be a real challenge to youth. 
On the day before the dead line, he 
worked late at his drawing board, to no 
avail. He retired at last, but disturbed 
and worried that he might not “come 
through” in time, he could not sleep. 


“Finally, in the early morning 
hours,” says the artist, “there emerged 
in one luminous moment a visual pic- 
turization of the head of Christ, so clear 
and definite that I could almost see it 
on the paper. 


“I hastily went upstairs to my studio 
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and made a small thumbnail sketch of 
the picture before the image got away 
from me. The next day I made an en- 
larged charcoal drawing which was 
complete just in time for the dead 
line.” 


The picture was a challenge to all 
who saw it, and was favorably received 
from the first. There were so many re- 
quests for the picture that the artist 
printed a thousand copies at his own 
expense which he distributed among 
his friends during the next ten years. 


Encouraged by the success of this 
preliminary drawing, he has so 
strengthened and improved the picture 
that his recent painting has come to be 
recognized as one of the finest of all the 
representations of the Master. 


Mr. Sallman stands amid the fame 
that has come to him, modest and un- 
assuming. “Whatever I have done,” he 
says again and again, “is not of my- 
self, but of the spirit of Christ that has 
been with me throughout the years.” 


The Original 


The canvas was painted in 1940, six- 
teen years after the original sketch was 
first published. It was done at the over- 
whelming request of hundreds of admir- 
ers of Mr. Sallman’s work who wanted 
to see the head in oils. 


Artist Warner E. Sallman’s concep- 
tion of the Christ is the ideal of the 
twentieth century — a phenomenon 
without parallel in the history of Chris- 
tian art! 


Critics, artists and churchmen have 
been unanimous in their praise and ac- 
ceptance of the picture. No other por- 
trayal of the Master has so captured 
the imagination of Christian people ev- 
erywhere. 


Technique of the Picture 


The picture is rich in color tones. No 
pale, anemic Christ is this. We see a 





strong young man with clear eyes and 
theughtful brow. His face is bronzed by 
the Palestinian sun. 


The forehead and cheek are effective- 
ly highlighted, giving dramatic empha- 
sis to the strong facial features. The 
warm flesh colors of the face stand in 
striking contrast to the cool browns of 
the lower part of the picture. 


This Christ needs no halo. His cre- 
dentials are to be found not in some ex- 
ternal artifice, but in the integrity of 
the inner life. 


A subtle white light is thrown from 
the back upon the long flowing hair. 
The eyes, which a lesser artist might 
have pictured staring at some specific 
object, are unconverged, looking out 
and beyond. 


“Being Found in Fashion as a Man” 


Sallman portrays a Christ who is ma- 
ture, yet ever-youthful; courageous, yet 
humble; manly, yet compassionate; 
practical, yet mystical; friendly, yet 
lonely; incisive, yet warm and winsome. 


In Jesus, all these qualities of char- 
acter are in perfect harmony. The ar- 
tist intended to represent Jesus as He 
went to Jerusalem for the last time, 
determined upon carrying out His full 
purpose at whatever cost. 


“And they were in the way going up 
to Jerusalem; and Jesus went before 
them: and they were amazed; and as 
they followed, they were afraid.” (Mark 
10:32) 


One can see Jesus tramping ahead, 
alone, head erect, determined. In that 
strong countenance is the look of One 
who sees His way and will not be de- 
nied. 


This Jesus of the Gospel story is his- 
tory’s most impressive personality. His 
influence is stamped upon all conditions 
of men. Here is one whose personality, 
met face to face, is too vast to encom- 
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pass. Here is humanity in its purity, 
its power, and its perfection. 


The portrayal of Jesus’ amazing per- 
fection has its roots in the Gospel rec- 
ord of the daily words and deeds of the 
Man of Galilee. He went through the 
normal development of youth, increas- 
ing “in wisdom, and stature, and in 
favour with God and man.” (Luke 


2:52) 


He was one of us, meeting life as we 
meet it, calling on no Power that we 
cannot call upon in life’s struggles, fac- 
ing life not as God, but as a man. Here 
is perfect humanity. “I wanted to show 
the reality of the human side of Jesus,” 
says the artist. 


“The Glory of God in 
the Face of Jesus Christ’ 


The artist has caught in a beautiful 
way not only the Son of man, but the 
divine Redeemer as well. When we 
have seen His human side we have seen 
only part of His personality. 


We find in Him far more than a good 
man who lived a long time ago. He is 
not only the Man of Galilee — He is 
the Lord of glory. He confronts us as 
the perfect Son of God with an offer of 
redemptive love. 


Two further Scriptural settings are 
invariably mentioned when the artist 
talks of his picture: “For God, who 
commanded the light to shine out of 
darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to 
give the light of the knowledge of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ.” (II Corinthians 4:6) 


The other passage the artist regards 
as the epitome of all the accounts of 
the accomplishments of the Master: 
“And being found in fashion as a man, 
he humbled himself, and became obe- 
dient unto death, even the death of the 
cross. 


“Wherefore God also hath highly ex- 
alted him, and given him a name which 
is above every name: That at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in earth, 
and things under the earth; And that 
every tongue should confess that Jesus 
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Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father.” (Philippians 2:8-11) 


One outstanding characteristic of this 
picture is that it portrays more than 
one side of the personality of Jesus. 
This picture has all of it. 


You look at Him and you see not 
only the moral purity, the idealism and 
the assurance, but the sterner qualities 
of character which led Him to rebuke 
the scribes and Pharisees, to drive the 
money-changers from the Temple and 





which enabled Him to face the mob in 
Gethsemane. 


There is a quiet dignity about this 
face; yet you know that He is One who 
cannot be deterred from His path once 
He has set His mind upon His course. 
He is with us as an elder brother, yet 
He is above us and beyond us as our 
Saviour. 


In this strong, virile face is a chal- 
lenge and a promise. Christ came to 
earth not merely to tell us what we 
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“‘Men ought always to pray” 





OT LONG AGO, I heard a sermon 

on prayer that radically changed my 
outlook on the subject. “Prayer is work, 
hard work,” said this preacher. “It in- 
duces as much or more fatigue as a job 
at manual labor. That is why there is 
less, and not more, prayer.” 


Dawson, in his excellent work, “More 
Power in Prayer,” confirms this truth. 
“Real prayer is work,” he writes, “and 
there is no hard work more distasteful 
to the flesh, than persistent, prevailing 
prayer.” 


Some years before Dawson wrote, 
Torrey had said, “Praying is working. 
Prayer, if it be real prayer — the kind 
of prayer that avails much with God — 
oftentimes is harder work than any 
other kind of effort; it takes more out 


of one.” 


Most of us, I suppose, know this to 
be true in the abstract, but its logic and 
implications dawned upon me with sal- 
utary force when I heard the aforemen- 
tioned sermon. Of course, how could a 
person escape fatigue, knowing prayer 
for what it is. I determined that no 
aversion to work would keep me from 
regular, persistent prayer. 


But how? How to find time with al- 
most every waking hour mortgaged? 
How to prevent interruptions? How to 
avoid lapses into the old ways of hit 
and miss? 
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About the time I was pondering these 
questions, 1 came across a book by a 
man who reached the top in his chosen 
field after several dismal failures earlier 
in life. How did he do it? Among other 
things, he joined the “six o’clock club;” 
that is, he set his alarm an hour and a 
half earlier in the morning, and devot- 
ed that time to planning and meditat- 
ing. He was amazed at the results. That 
early morning hour became to him the 
most rewarding of the twenty-four. 
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ought to do. He came to do something 
for us — something we could not do 
for ourselves. 


He came not merely to give good ad- 
vice; what He offers is something infi- 
nitely better. It is the “power of God 
unto salvation” (Romans 1:16) 


On every hand, He is releasing men 
from the shame and guilt of sin as well 
as from its power. Such an interpreta- 
tion of the Master well deserves to be- 
come the ideal of the twentieth century. 











1 JOINED THE “SIX O'CLOCK CLUB”

“If this man can do it for financial 
gain,” I thought to myself, “why can’t 
I do it for spiritual gain?” 


The “Six O’clock Club” 


So I “joined” the “six o’clock club.” 
I set the alarm ahead one hour earlier 
than usual, and dedicated the hour to 
prayer. Not that it is the only time I 
pray, but it is specifically a time I do 
pray, and it has answered every one of 
my questions in regard to time, inter- 
ruptions, and lapses. 


Naturally, it is sometimes hard on 
the flesh, especially after late hours of 
duties at night, but it is always com- 
pensatory. Not that prayer is itself dis- 
tasteful, but there is an inner satisfac- 
tion in knowing that I have started the 
day right, that the “work” of prayer is 
behind me. 


As an avid reader of biography, I 
have found that men who get things 
done carefully budget their time. 


For example, Wesley’s biographers 
tell us that he habitually arose at four 
o’clock in the morning to pray. For 
three days before he delivered his fa- 
mous sermon, “Sinners in the Hands 
of an Angry God,” Jonathan Edwards 
had not closed his eyes in sleep, pray- 
ing over and over again, “God give me 
New England.” 


George Muller spent every morning 
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from four to six o’clock in his secret 
closet of prayer. The rising sun over 
China never found Hudson Taylor in 
bed, in spite of long hours of exhaust- 
ing labor. John Welch, son-in-law of 
John Knox, considered a day ill-spent 
if he were prevented from seven or 
eight hours of secret prayer. 


The exercise of time and energy in 
prayer is precisely what Jesus referred 
to when He said, “men ought always to 
pray and not to faint.” 


The example He gave of the widow 
in Luke, chapter 18, shows what it takes 
to pray effectively. She got what she 
wanted simply because she was willing 
to work at it and put time into it. Early 
and late, she confronted the judge with 
her demands, “Avenge me of mine ad- 
versary.” Had she been less determined 
and unwilling to spend time and energy, 
she would have failed. 


Results 


A motorist passing through Alamo, 
Michigan, ran out of gasoline at three 
o’clock in the morning. All the service 
stations were closed, so he played a 
hunch and pressed a fire station buzzer. 
The volunteer fire chief and his ten 
firemen sprang into action and most of 
the rest of the town was awakened, too. 
But it worked! They gave him the gas- 
oline and sent him on his way. 





This man could have sat in his car 
until morning, but he didn’t. He got 
what he wanted, even though he had to 
route out the fire department. Spurgeon 
said that if a man could pray he could 
do anything. Why? Simply because 
prayer is the instrument that moves the 


hand of God. 


Has it worked for me? Two weeks 
after I joined the “six o’clock club,” 
a businessman and his wife walked in- 
to my study and handed me a check for 
one thousand dollars. It came at a time 
of special need, and in direct answer to 
prayer to help relieve financial pressure 
on the radio and in the church. This 
generous giving was again repeated 
some months later. 


A week after this incident, the Lord 
opened the door for my church to have 
a nationally-known evangelist whose 
ministry resulted in many conversions 
and whose message made a spiritual im- 
pact upon the whole city. He left my 
people with a missionary impetus 
which, like a stone dropped into a 
stream, is ever widening. 


Then, too, I have won more souls 
to Christ in my personal home visita- 
tion than ever before. I attribute it all 
to regular, persistent prayer. So many 
things have happened in answer to pray- 
er, I could not enumerate them all here. 
Speaking truthfully, the “six o’clock 
club” has become one of the most en- 
riching experiences of life.

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LAST MONTH I was visited by one 
of the most prominent businessmen 
in America. 


At one time he was president of the 
largest of all America’s trade associa- 
tions. His company maintains an office 
in Washington. 


He had contributed toward the tens 
of millions that the business world con- 
tributed for the reelection o: President 
Eisenhower — but hardly a dime, and 
litle time, for the election of a Con- 
gress. 


So this man wrote the President a 
thoughtful letter outlining what he re- 
garded as “must” legislation in labor- 
management relations. His proposals 
were that: 


(1) Compulsory union membership 
requirements should be abolished by 
Federal law; 


(2) Antitrust laws should be extend- 
ed to cover the activities of organized 
unions; 


(3) There should be further prohibi- 
tions against secondary boycotts; 


(4) There should be an effective pro- 
hibition against union political actions: 
and 


(5) Mass violence should be subject 
to Federal law. 


These all are sound proposals. 


The trouble is that our industrial 
leaders do not realize that while the 
businessmen were electing a President 





in 1956, the AFL-CIO was electing a 


Congress. 


The Congress enacts all laws, not the 
President. The President may propose. 
The Congress can act or not, as it sees 


fit. 


I had to tell my visitor that his pro- 
posals hadn’t a ghost of a chance in this 
Congress. They will have even less 
chance in the next. He was startled, but 
he was startled too late. 


1956 Elections 


In the 1956 elections organized labor 
was active in 300 of the 435 congres- 
sional district elections — and were 
successful — that means that their man 
got elected — in more than 175. 


And when I say the unions were ac- 
tive, I mean just that. 


In addition to direct money contri- 
butions, labor-supported candidates re- 
ceived incalculable numbers of free 
campaign workers, union treasuries 
paid for untold hours of radio and TV 
time, “friends” of the candidate insert- 
ed expensive full-page ads in the local 
newspapers, wives of union men man- 
ned telephone brigades contacting vot- 
ers, teen-age sons and daughters under- 
took baby-sitting chu:es while mothers 
and fathers went to the polls. 


Meanwhile, the labor press gave full 
play to the election, and the merits: of 
their particular candidate. Special elec- 
tion editions were issued and distribut- 


ed. 


In terms of known reported spending 
we have already counted more than 
$2,200,000 spent or contributed by na- 
tional and international unions, exclu- 
sive of all State and local unions. 


One Senator benefited in an amount 
of $725,000 in 1954 from one union for 
his campaign. The total for all the 
States will run, of course, high in the 
millions. 


Organized business, by comparison, 
spends virtually nothing in time or mon- 
ey to elect Congressmen or Senators. 
Individual business leaders with rare 
exceptions are just as bad. 


1954 Michigan Election 


Let’s look at just one campaign, in 
1954, by one union, for one Senator. 


Special election radio and TV broad- 
casts cost for time only, with no allow- 
ance for staff, script preparation, re- 


prints of talks, was $250,000. 


Special election editions of regular 
publications, extra copies to distribute 
outside the regular union membership 
ran to another $17,000. 


And then, on top of all this, this un- 
ion hired 500 “special organizers” 
(payroll title for political workers) at 
$20.00 per day for the 30 days just be- 
fore the election. This cost another 
$300,000, exclusive of expenses or oth- 
er services, 


This gives us a total of $725,000 
spent by the United Automobile Work- 
ers, CIO, in support of Senator Mc- 
Namara in Michigan in 1954. 


What were the other unions doing in 
Michigan that year? For this, we turn 
to the reports filed with the Clerk of 
the House of Representatives. 


The national AFL’s Labor League 
for Political Education (this was before 
the merger) reported spending $19,124.- 
73 on political activities within the 
State, the national CIO political action 
committee another $43,500, and so on, 
for a grand total of $116,091.81, in ad- 
dition to the “indirect” and, therefore, 
unreported costs already noted. 


This gives us a new total for the State 
of Michigan of $841,000 as a reason- 
able estimate of known and reported 
spending by the political affiliates of 
organized labor. 


From case histories, we know that

actual expenditures are more than ten 
times those required legally to be re- 
ported. This means that approximately 
10-million dollars was spent in Michi- 
gan alone. 


In 1956 union political workers were 
active in thirty of thirty-five general 
election contests for the United States 
Senate. 


Michigan was one of the more bitter- 
ly fought contests in 1954, but similar 
and equally large figures are available 
for Illinois (Senator Douglas), Minne- 
sota (Senator Humphrey), and Tenne- 
ssee (Senator Kefauver), etc. 


What would it all add up to if we had 
all the available reports analyzed and 
tabulated, plus the case histories we 
have, for a few contests? 


If the unions spent only half as much 
in the thirty senatorial contests in 1956 
as they spent in Michigan in 1954, it 
would amount to 150-million dollars. 


Or, to estimate on another basis: 


Total union income, per year, is 620- 
million dollars, exclusive of welfare 
and pension fund payments. 


If we assume that ten per cent is 
spent for political purposes (a recent 
study of union publications shows that 
more than sixty per cent of the space 
is devoted to political and legislative 
news), we would arrive at a figure of 
62-million dollars for political purposes 
annually, or a total of 124-million dol- 
lars for each biannual election of Mem- 
bers of the House and Senate. 


It seems utterly fantastic! 


Is it any wonder that few pieces of 
legislation pass contrary to the recom- 
mendations of the leaders of organized 
labor? 


The first session of the 85th Congress 
passed no such legislation; neither did 
the entire 84th Congress; and I defy 
anyone to point to a single bill in the 
present session of the 85th that has a 
chance of passing if it is against the will 


of the AFL and CIO. 


Let’s look at the situation today in- 
side the House Committee on Education 
and Labor. 


“Right-to-work” Law 


A national “right-to-work” law was 
proposed in the committee almost four 
years ago, but lost by a 3-to-1 vote; to 
be exact, 18 to 6. 


Today it seems clear that two-thirds, 
viz, twenty out of thirty members on 
the Education and Labor Committee 
would vote against a “right-to-work” 


bill. 


The union bosses are against the 





“right-to-work” unless the workers join 
the union. They favor compulsory un- 
ionism. 


Another proposal, long favored by 
business, the application of the princi- 
ples of antitrust law to the activities of 
organized labor was also proposed in 
1954. It lost. At the very least, twenty 
of the thirty members would vote 
against this today. 


In the Congress, we find that 216 
Members of the House and 46 Senators 
voted a majority of the time last year 
in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the Americans for Democratic 
Action, a front organization for most 
of the left-wing pressure groups, in- 
cluding labor. 


That’s how much Congress has 
changed since 1947. In that year, the 
House passed the Taft-Hartley Act over 
the veto of President Truman by a vote 
of 331 to 83. 


Today 216 Members vote more than 
half the time with the leaders of organ- 
ized labor. 


Laber and Socialism 
Both the AFL-CIO and the ADA fa- 


vor all socialistic proposals of all kinds. 


Suppose the issue is schoolroom con- 
struction assistance out of the Federal 
Treasury? The Congressmen elected by 
organized labor are right there for it. 


Foreign aid, public housing, public 
power, Government lending and bank- 
ing? It is the same answer. 


Whatever legislation is passed which 
adds to the power and authority of the 
Federal Government and reduces the 
property and freedom of the individual, 
even if it has destroyed States rights, 
they have supported it. 


To paraphrase, “the road to social- 
ism is paved with good intentions — 
and active fighting support — of the 
leaders of organized labor.” 


What’s being done about it? 
Nothing. Nothing at all. 


Businessmen in general think a job 
is being done, but by whom? My visit- 
or didn’t know the simplest facts re- 
garding the legislative situation. 


He was completely unaware of the 
progress that had been made by the la- 
bor leaders in taking over the Congress 
and the Government. Nor was he aware 
that business hadn’t even tried to meet 
the threat. 


Now there has to be a reason for 
such ignorance and failure by organiz- 
ed business. And there is a reason. 

The business associations of this 
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country are simply not telling their 
members, and the public generally, the 
truth. Business is not really aware of 
its danger. 


The average businessman is “milk 
fed” by the representatives of business 
in Washington, including the trade as- 
sociations, the Washington offices of 
big corporations, and Washington law- 
yers who have business clients. 


These men who work for business in 
the Nation’s Capital must, I suppose, 
justify being in business themselves, 
but what a disservice they are render- 
ing business by keeping their members 
and clients out of politics! 


Whatever the reason, the Washing- 
ton representatives of business have cre- 
ated the illusion that this Congress, or 
the next, will do something — or may- 
be the next President will — or some- 
body, other than themselves will do 
something to solve their problems. 


Even some of the best informed busi- 
nessmen in their own fields in this coun- 
try still cling to this illusion — that 
this Congress, as badly constituted as 
we know it to be, might be persuaded 
by means of lobbying and committee 
hearings, to do what it should. 


They are wrong; a sound tax pro- 
gram is impossible; so is any reversal 
of out and out socialist measures at 
home; we can’t even reduce aid to out 
and out Socialist governments abroad, 
etc. 


Failure of Business 


Business has failed to protect itself, 
and in its failure, has failed to protect 
the country from the mad rush toward 
more and more socialism which we are 
now seeing in all our Government poli- 
cies. There is not one reversal in sight. 


The average businessman must be- 
long to literally dozens of different 
trade associations, chambers of com- 
merce, conservative organizations. 


Official Government statistics tell us 
that there are 1,700 national trade as- 
sociations, 600 regional groups, 2,000 
State associations; to this we must add 
7,500 local associations, 5,000 cham- 
bers of commerce, 10,000 luncheon and 
service clubs, and 300 management or- 
ganizations, all adding up to almost 
30,000 different organizations. 


That is impressive. With so many 
organizations, it would seem that the 
businessman would at least be informed 
of some of the facts of our political life. 


It would seem that he should be 30 
frightened or angry — or patriotic 
enough to have long since taken the 
necessary steps to protect his business 
and his family. 


But he hasn’t. Like Rip Van Winkle 
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Have you a Champion in your kitchen? 
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he has been dead asleep for twenty 
years — all through the revolution. 
When he awakens, he'll find like Rip 
did a new sign over the door of the inn 
he used to frequent. 


it will be the symbol of an entirely 
new Government that won the war he 
didn’t even know had been going on. 
Will it be the clasped hands of the AFL- 
CIO over America? 


A recent issue of the NAM News de- 
votes a third of its space to the latest 
— the very latest — resolutions passed 
by the manufacturers’ board of direct- 
ors in its very latest meeting at Boca 
Raton, Florida. 


Among other things, they propose 
that the Congress cut the Eisenhower 
budget by four and a half billion dol- 
lars. 


Why, believe it or not, that sounds 
like the same resolution that they have 
been passing for years and years. The 
budget continues to increase. 


“Aircades” 
The United States Chamber of Com- 


merce has just finished a series of what 
it calls Aircades. 


Thousands and thousands of busi- 
nessmen all over the country will gather 
in local meetings to be told what they 
should think, what they should resolve, 
and then — send a copy to Congress. 


Although I was told personally by 
the president of that great organization 
that “at least one reference” would be 
made to the need for political action, 
the first Aircade circus in New York 
managed to avoid the dirty word “poli- 
tics” altogether. 


By way of explanation I was told 
that “we didn’t and couldn’t ask the 
business organization to get into poli- 
tice...” 


Yet without political action their re- 
solutions will go the way nearly all such 
resolutions have gone for years. 


If only a small portion of the money 
now being spent by and for these thou- 
sands of business associations could be 
spent precisely as the unions spend 
theirs, and if their personnel might be 
employed in downright political action 
to restore sound government, then we 
might begin to see a few rays of hope. 


Business associations must stop look- 
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ing for excuses to stay out of politics. 
Their legal counsels must stop telling 
them what they can’t do. They must 
tell them what they can do if they only 
wanted to. 


It is our only hope. Organized labor 
is subject to exactly the same restric- 
tions against political action as business 
associations, yet look what they have 
done in building a mighty political ma- 
chine within the last ten years. 


In fact, organized labor has blazed 
the trail to show business associations 
how political activities can be carried 
on without violating existing Federal 
statutes. 


Business is the only segment of our 
society — besides labor — that has ade- 
quate organizations to do the job that 
must be done. 


If the associations continue to rely on 
resolutions (as to what somebody else 
should do), educational programs, pub- 
licity, going through the motions of 
lobbying, conventions, Washington rep- 
resentations of all sorts, letter writing 
campaigns to the few remaining Mem- 
bers of Congress who agree with them, 
or to the many Members of Congress 
who will never agree, we might as well 
resign ourselves to a continuance of 
life under a labor-Socialist government 
for a long time to come. 


It is here today. It is no longer just 
a threat. 


We cannot rely on the political par- 
ties to stop labor’s political power. By 
their very nature, they must court that 
power. Right now labor can muster 
more votes on most critical issues than 
either political party. 


A Solution? 


What can be done? 


Right now in each congressional dis- 
trict a half dozen political leaders in 
each party are deciding who shall run 
for Congress. 


An equal number of the leading busi- 
nessmen, if they really cared and re- 
presented .business, could exert a strong 
influence on this selection and who gets 
elected. 
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At present business is so uninformed 
that few businessmen know or care 
about the next Congress. As a result, 
candidates committed to the labor-So- 
cialist philosophy of Government are 
being designated for nomination. 


They will be elected to Congress to 
get special favors for the special groups 
who are organized to put them there. 
Oddly enough, these groups are small 
minority groups, including labor itself. 


Ten per cent of the vote organized is 
more than enough to hold the balance 
of power in most districts and win the 
elections. The others vote along tradi- 
tional lines for one party or the other. 


Then after election, business, through 
its thousands of organizations will 
spend millions upon millions to present 
the validity of its ideas to Members of 
Congress already pledged to be against 
them. Does this make sense? 


For example, millions have been 
spent within recent months to promote 
a sound and crying necessity for revis- 
ion of the tax laws. 


It’s a good program, but it will nev- 
er pass this Congress. The horse is 
already stolen — the lock, the barn 
door, and the barn too, for that matter. 


The business tax program was doom- 
ed before it started. Now the labor 
leaders will ride the crest of the wave 
for tax reductions and get it where they 
want it: in the lower income brackets, 
and the deadly Marxian progression in 
our tax system will be intensified and 
continued. 


Sound Reasoning 


Our business organization genius 
must be put to work — the same genius 
that has organized great industry and 
provided the capital and tools of pro- 
duction on which labor itself depends. 


Business associations must now do 
the same to maintain law and order un- 
der which we all live and work. 


The conservatives in Congress will 
not be satisfied any longer with pro- 
grams of the mammoth trade associa- 
tions, chambers of commerce and other 
business organizations designed to im- 
press upon their members the necessity 
for individual action, but which over- 
look the fact that it is the associations 
themselves who must act. 


We are told to depend upon individ- 
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ual businessmen for politi- 
cal action. This is to ex- 
pect a miracle. 


THE AMERICAN WAY 


1. Don’t be stopped by 
any of the usual arguments 
that political activity by 
business associations is 





We know that many busi- 
inessmen who want to do 
something are afraid for 
their own safety and for 
the future of their busi- 
ness. 


We are told that busi- 
nessmen who assert them- 
selves against labor’s en- 
croachments have to fight 
the many subversive ele- 
ments who have made la- 
bor the beneficiary. 


There are not many 
companies with the cour- 
age of Kohler or Perfect 
Circle. We cannot hope for 
individual businessmen to 
take on the political action 
machine of organized la- 
bor. It is only the business 
associations who are strong 
enough to do so. 


Individual businessmen 
cannot function without an 
organization, without lead- 
ership, without funds. 


Unorganized individuals 
cannot get political results 
— particularly when their 
own associations broad- 
cast optimistic Washing- 
ton reports, telling of all 
the lobbying activities, the 
programs, the resolutions, 
and meetings — the edu- 








The Big Grab 


against the law, or not in 
accord with tax regulations. 


Most activities which ap- 
pear to be political are not 
against any Federal law 
whatsoever. The Treasury 
Department does not even 
have a regulation on the 
subject of political activity 
by business associations. 


2. Don’t rush out and 
start another organization 
until you are convinced 
that the ones to which you 
already belong will not do 
a political job. 


If you are asked for in- 
creased dues for a political 
education program, be cer- 
tain that it is what needs 
doing and that none of the 
usual association activities 
can be curtailed to provide 
the money. 


If the businessmen of 
America who already have 
and are paying for tens of 
thousands of associations, 
Chambers of Commerce, 
etc., won’t see to it that 
men are elected committed 
to restoring constitutional 
government, who else will? 


If they do not, the labor 
bosses will continue to set 








cational campaigns, and all 
the other ineffective activ- 
ities by which most business associa- 
tions justify their continued existence 
in Washington. 


For them to confess legislative and 
political impotence would weaken the 
intense competition for bigger and bet- 
ter memberships. 


Yet until they do confess their impo- 
tence these associations in and of them- 
selves constitute the biggest obstacle to 
effective political action. They hold out 
false promises that keep businessmen 
from knowing what should be done. 


Do This 
Here is what the individual business- 
man should do: 


1. Demand that local business asso- 
ciations become active in political af- 
fairs immediately. This means organ- 
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Relaxation, inspiration and an opportunity to regain 


your health. Natural methods of treatment applied, 
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izing to ring doorbells, to establish tele- 
phone brigades, to colleet political con- 
tributions. 


It means registration and_ voting 
drives. It means providing opportunities 
for candidates to get their views across. 


2. Demand that State and National 
associations, chambers of commerce 
and other conservative organizations 
to which you undoubtedly belong begin 
to produce the kind of “educational” 
political material your local organiza- 
tions need. 


Get the facts. Find out what the Rep- 
resentatives in the House and Senate 
are doing, how they are voting, whom 
they represent, who put them there, who 
paid for their campaign, and what the 
real effect of union political action has 
been. 

Of utmost importance is a detailed 
comparison, issue by issue, between 
individual voting records and the stated 
policies of your business associations.

He has dug deeply into the record 
and come up with a well-rounded, emin- 
ently fair presentation of this extraor- 
dinary man. 


That heredity is responsible in large 
degree for Reuther’s “left-wing” lean- 
ings, the author points to the fact that 
he is the grandson and son of German 
Socialist labor leaders. 


Author Dayton recounts how Walter 
Reuther, accompanied by his brother 
Victor, went to Russia in the middle 
1930’s; how Walter came back to lead 
the sitdown strikes in America’s auto 
capital — Detroit; 


How he used Communists in his fight 
to gain control of the United Auto 
Workers, and later found it necessary 
to fight them for the top posts in the 
union after which he became militantly 
anti-Communist.

So were those of Benito Mussolini’s 
when he tried to make the railroads run 
on time. It was not until later that peo- 
ple began to notice the bodies left along 
the right of way ...” 


The author asks if Reuther and his 
pals can be stopped and answers, “Yes, 
they can be stopped, if the industrial 
brains and wealth of the world stand 
firm, as they have not stood firm in the 
last generation. 


The foregoing will have given you a 
sketchy idea of what you'll read in 
“Walter Reuther: The Autocrat of the 
Bargaining Table.” 


I definitely recommend that you get 
a copy of this book — but not if you 
are suffering with high blood pressure.

of history; that which is recorded, 
and that which is unrecorded. It is the 
latter which archaeologists reconstruct. 


The sources of information are many. 
Very often, it is the “voice of the tomb” 
that helps the scientist to write, for 
the first time, many pages of history 
dealing with civilizations hundreds of 
years old. 

Egypt has preserved more tombs than 
any other ancient nation. This is due 
chiefly to two factors: 


(1) The religious beliefs of the peo- 
ple, and (2) climatic and soil condi- 
tions. 

The average Christian entertains the 
idea that his is the only religion that 
teaches resurrection of the body. He 
may also think that Christ was the first 
to preach such a doctrine. This is er- 
roneous. 

Jesus was the “firstfruits” of faith 
in immortality. The Egyptian is the 
first recorded man with that conviction. 


For this reason, people of the Nile 
carefully preserved the human body by 
mummification. At the same time, tombs 
of the dead were most painstakingly 
concealed. 

No economy of effort or materials 
was practiced, in order that the tomb 
mighi not be disturbed. 


If it should be deranged, and the 
mummy removed, then it was more 
than probable the soul, on the day of 
resurrection, would not be able to find 
its own particular body, and, as a re- 
sult, be compelled to spend eternity 
without a physical garment. 


This belief explains the extreme care 
taken in regard to burial and prepara- 
tion of the dead. 


Psousennes I 

Near the city of Tanis (Zoan of the 
Bible), at a place called San el-Hagar, 
Professor Montet began work upon a 
piece of flat topped masonry seventy- 
five foot square. 


This is the deck of a deep stone struc- 
ture down through which shafts lead to 
the chamber below. 


By removing a large block of pink 
granite set in the west wall of King 
Sheshonk’s tomb, a corridor was dis- 
covered that gave entrance to a funer- 
ary chamber. 

This chamber is 23 feet long by 10 
feet wide, and about five feet in height. 
This is the tomb of Psousennes (Psou- 
Sennes), the Pharaoh of Egypt whose 
daughter Solomon married. 


In this connection read I Kings 3:1, 
and instead of the word “affinity” as 
occurs in the average English transla- 
tion, substitute the English word 
“treaty.” 

Then the text will read: “And Solo- 
mon made a treaty (affinity) with Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, and married (took) 
Pharaoh’s daughter, and brought her 
into the city of David . 


Psousennes I was the —" king of 
the Twenty-first Dynasty, that at pres- 
ent little-known dynasty of Egyptian 
kings. 

Here in the midst of this low cham- 
ber stood a great sarcophagus of gran- 
ite. 
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This sarcophagus had been carved 
from one solid block of granite whose 
sides and bottom is five inches thick. 


On the top of the sarcophagus were 
many relics, while on the floor were 
scattered funerary materials of many 
and various kinds and sorts. On the 
cover of the great granite sarcophagus 
is the reclining figure of the Pharaoh 
representing Osiris. 


When the lid of the outer sarcopha- 
gus was removed, another sarcophagus 
of black granite was found inside. The 
lid of this coffin also carries the likeness 
of the King. 


Within the Sarcophagus 


When the lid of this coffin was re- 
moved, the explorer came face to face 
with a coffin of pure silver seven foot in 
length, beautifully wrought with the 
portrait of the king, and in excellent 
condition of preservation. 


When the lid of this coffin was remov- 
ed, there before the eyes of the archae- 
ologist was a beautiful body covered 
(shall we call it bedspread?) carrying 
very long inscriptions telling the story 
of the monarch it had so long covered. 


As in the case of King Tut, there was 
a mask of gold that is, in reality, a 
death mask, and gives us an exact por- 
trait of the king. 


Underneath the body was a great 
quantity of jewelry and other material. 
The treasure is among the most impor- 
tant ever found by the archaeologists. 


The body itself had almost complete- 
ly deteriorated due to the dampness of 
the delta, but a few bones still remain- 
ed to give some notion as to the phy- 
sique of the man. 


The mummy clothes were still intact 
enclosing within its folds the skeleton 
of the king. Around his neck was still, 
as in the day it was placed there, the 
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largest and heaviest necklace ever worn 
by a human being. 


This necklace consists of two heavy 
bars of gold supporting a massive gold 
lotus as a centerpiece. It weighs 72 
pounds, and the inscriptions on the sil- 
ver covering says “this necklace is so 
massive that it will never be equaled,” 
and the saying is literally true. 


There was another necklace of lapis 
lazula with clasps of gold, but not so 
massive as the other. 


The tomb was also like an apartment, 
i.e., the entire tomb, but not so large 
as the famous one of King Tut-Ankh- 
Amen; yet it had a chapel shut off from 
the sepulchral chamber by a granite 
block six and a half feet in height. 


Pharaoh Amenemhet 


In this chapel was found the sarcoph- 
agus and mummy of Pharaoh Amenem- 
het, the son of Psousennes, and the suc- 
cessor of the father-in-law of Solomon. 


The mummy of Amenemhet was in a 
wooden coffin to the top of which had 
been nailed a golden lid with golden 
nails. 


At the head of the coffin was a gold 
mask of Amenemhet, and in the coffin 
was another mask, but broken. 


How this could happen no one, at 
present, can say. It is a puzzle, since the 
tomb had never been robbed. It is the 
only tomb so far found in Egypt that 
absolutely had never been robbed. 


On the upper arm of the mummy 
were two gold bracelets, and the inscrip- 
tion on them states that the ornaments 
were a present from Psousennes. 


But now we can look upon the tomb 
of the man whom the famous Hebrew 
monarch was happy to call his father- 
in-law. 

Psousennes ruled the destines of the 
Egyptian Empire from 1054-1009 B.C. 
and was succeeded by his son Amen- 
emhet whose original tomb was not in 
that of his fathers; but was placed there 
later, by whom it is not known, neither 
is the time. This fact might account 
nicely for the broken gold mask. 


Psousennes’ Tomb 

The second and third sarcophagi are 
of black granite and gold. The outer 
one, which fills half the tomb — eleven 
feet long, seven feet wide and four feet 
deep — is in the form of a carving 
showing the Pharaoh lying on his back. 
Osiris watches over him and an un- 
named goddess supports his head and 
protects him with outstretched arms. 


The profusion of jewelry found in 
the tomb includes twenty-one golden 
bracelets, ten found on the right arm 
and eleven on the left. These are most 
important, as inscriptions on the gold 
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furnish a record of the king’s family 
and genealogical tree. 


An Unsolved Mystery 


The tomb of Zera, one of the very 
early Pharaohs, was recently discover- 
ed and opened. The first thing observ- 
ed by archaeologists was the fact that 
the walls were cracked in every direc- 
tion. 

A close inspection showed that they 
had been shattered by an intense heat. 
In addition, it was discovered that the 
few bricks that constituted part of that 
chamber had been vitrified, or turned 
to glass. 


In the center of the ante-chamber 
were found the charred remains of two 
men. These men belonged to a gang 
of tomb robbers. This was a profession 
dating from earliest times. 


There exists court records of the 
trial of two different gangs, during 
widely separated reigns. In each case, 
the defendants pleaded guilty to the 
charge, yet the jury and judge acquit- 
ted them. 

Hence it would seem that the man 
“higher up” was the reigning Pharaoh, 
who wished to keep in circulation the 
immense wealth usually buried with a 
deceased monarch. 


If this had not been true, Egypt 
would have been completely bankrupt 
many centuries before the reign of the 
Pharaohs ceased. 


It is estimated that the amount of 
wealth buried in the tomb of Rameses 
II was something like fifty million dol- 
lars. 

Multiply that by the number of in- 
dividuals who occupied the throne of 
Egypt and you will get some idea of 
wealth buried through the centuries. 


Who can blame the reigning mon- 
arch for appropriating this hidden trea- 
sure and using it on the living instead 


of the dead? 


In the tomb of Zera was some sort of 
gaseous substance, now unknown, that 
ignited when exposed to the atmosphere, 
causing an intense heat. 


It does not appear that there were 
flames in the form we know them under 
ordinary conditions; but heat beyond 
measure. 

The walls did not display the devas- 
tating effects of fire. Does someone wish 
to become famous as a chemist? Then 
rediscover this lost chemical formula. 


Temple Ornaments 
One of the characters mentioned in 


the Bible is Sheshonk I, a ruler of the 
Twenty-first Dynasty. This monarch 
fought an undeclared war against the 
son of Solomon, and stripped the Tem- 
ple of a major portion of its ornaments, 
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including the golden shields, quivers, 
arrows, etc. 


The Hebrew ruler substituted brass 
ornaments for the stolen gold ones, but 
they had to be polished each day in 
order to deceive the people. 


It was supposed by historians that 
these objects had been melted down 
and used for other purposes. Even the 
tomb of the monarch was unknown. It 
was thought that his mummy was no 
longer in existence. 


But the spade of Professor Montet 
laid it bare. There in the tomb, intact, 
were all the things that the Pharaoh had 
taken from the Temple. “The goods 
were found on him,” as the modern ex- 
pression goes. 


King Tut-Ankh-Amen 


Some have expressed the opinion that 
the discovery of the tomb of the father- 
in-law of Solomon was a greater ar- 
chaeological “find” than that of King 
Tut. But I do not agree with that view- 
point. 

In my opinion, the discovery of 
King Tut’s tomb was the greatest ar- 
chaeological achievement in history, up 
to the present moment. 


When Dr. Howard Carter and_ his 
coworkers stepped into that chamber of 
death, they felt that the clock had turn- 
ed back 3,675 years; they felt they 
were (an actual reality) breathing the 
atmosphere nearly 4,000 years old. And 
such was the certain but deadly fact. 


The relation of King Tut to the 
Bible is clearly indicated. The arti- 
facts show us Egypt as it existed when 
Joshua crossed the Jordan, and began 
his conquest of the Promised land. 


Now we can understand the politics, 
economics and social structure of the 
times, not only in Egypt, but Canaan. 


We can understand why Joshua was 
able to make the conquest of what was 
later called Palestine. 


The voice of the Pharaoh who ruled 
Egypt as its monarch, and at the same 
time Canaan, a province of Egypt. 
speaks from the tomb, and tells us his 
story even after being placed in the 
bowels of the earth. 

He speaks with authority, for he was 
a man of destiny, and completely aware 
of the fact. 


King Tut had been converted to the | 





faith of the Hebrews by his father-in- 
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law, mother-in-law and wife, all of 
whom were children of God. 


The reform movement, inaugurated 
by Amenhotep IV, was continued by 
King Tut. But the priests of Amen, 
who at one time controlled 75 per cent 
of the wealth of the empire, always 
sought to recover their prestige. 


The young king ruled nine years, 
harassed all during his reign by this 
same group of priests. 


The “Curse” of King Tut 


From the time of the discovery of 
the tomb (1922-1923), there has de- 
veloped a superstition regarding the so- 
called “Curse of King Tut.” 


Many books have been written on the 
subject, also innumerable magazine ar- 
ticles, setting forth each writer’s opin- 
ion of the phenomenon, if it is a phe- 
nomenon. 


They play upon the imagination, and 
place everything upon the plane of the 
supernatural or psychological. 


The matter of fact is that there was 
neither supernatural nor auto-sugges- 
tion in the situation; there was some- 
thing far more potent. That something 
was really a material substance, viz: 
poison in the tomb. 


The ancient Egyptians were the 
greatest chemists the world has ever 
produced, especially in the field of poi- 
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The most feasible hypothesis that can 
be offered is that, at the closing of the 
tomb the second time, the date of which 
we do not know, the engineers sprayed 
the tomb and artifacts with a very fine 
dust poison. 


It has been proposed that such poison 
would lose its potency during 3,675 
years. Such, however, would not be the 
case, for any sort of dampness is un- 
known in the Valley of Tombs of the 
Kings. 

It is utterly dry at all times. The 
thermometer reaches 149 degrees fah- 
renheit during a greater part of the 
year. Thus, dust is dust in that valley, 
and will always remain such until the 
Judgment Day. 


When the fresh air rushed in, anyone 
knows what it did to the dust in the 
tomb. The intruder breathed this fine 
powder into his lungs. 


The inscription on the tomb, warning 
the intruder, had no effect upon him. 
It was just another inscription reading, 
“Cursed is he who desecrates this tomb 
for he shall surely die.” 


Strange Deaths 


There were twenty men in the origi- 
nal party. Today not more than three 
are alive, and we are not sure but that 
only two can answer roll call. 


Each man (but three) died with what 
was. diagnosed as pneumonia, but a 
pneumonia that would not yield to treat- 
ment. It did not reach a crisis, neither 
did it break; but produced a very rapid 
heart failure. 


Fifteen of the men died during the 
first ten years after entering the tomb, 
and the others at intervals since. 


Here is something rather curious, 
though, perhaps a mere coincidence: 
The men died practically in the order 
in which they entered the tomb! 


Lord Carnarvon, the financial backer 
of the expedition, was the first one to 
enter, and the first to die. He passed 
away within eighteen months after the 
opening of the sepulchre. 


The others followed in sequence. Two 
committed suicide, apparently to es- 
cape the “curse.” 

The Lord High Commissioner of 


Egypt was assassinated. Dr. Howard 
Carter died in London, England, with 


| the same malady, March 2, 1939.

There was plenty amid al- 
most incredible poverty and 
learning and culture beside 
total illiteracy and vicious 
ignorance. For stealing a 
handkerchief a man _ was 
hanged and for quarrelling 
a woman was tied to a cart 


and whipped. 


The “vulgar” people, as 
they were called, could not 
say their ABC’s and trades- 
men kept their accounts in 
their heads. 


The clothing of the poor 
people was mostly rags, and 
in winter men wrapped their 
feet in straw and covered 
their shoulders with sacks. 


There were no State 
schools, and the coarse and 
vulgar language which pre- 
vailed at the time was but 
one indication of general de- 
moralization and ignorance. 


The time was ripe, then, for 
something to be done, and lf, 
Robert Raikes did it,not only 
for Gloucester, but for Eng- 
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tion in his spare time. He 
must, it would seem, have 
known some Latin and Greek, 
for papers of the time con- 
tained many classical refer- 
ences, and Raikes was his 
own proofreader. 


He married into the “gen- 
try” when he was thirty-one, 
to Miss Ann Trigg, one of 
whose brothers was a gener- 
al and the other an admiral. 


At this time Robert was 
counted among the dandies 
of the city, and his swagger 
and expensive clothes were 
remembered against him 
when he began to be known 
for good works. 


His wife was a “lady” and 
kept all those “beneath her” 
at a distance, but in time 
Robert Raikes must have 
won her over to his way of 
thinking, for she placed no 
obstacles in the way of his 
philanthropy. 


As he worked at the scripts 
he edited, the sounds of chil- 
dren swearing and quarrel- 
ing beneath his office win- 
dow began to bring before 





land and the whole world. 


He was the eldest son of Robert 
Raikes, who published a paper in the 
city and who had married three times. 
Mary Drew, his third wife — Robert’s 
mother — was twenty-five years young- 
er than her husband. 


The elder Robert Raikes died, leaving 
his widow to care for one daughter and 
five sons, a task which she performed 
admirably. 


Robert was twenty-one at the time 
and carried on the paper. All the chil- 
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dren “made good;” one of the sons be- 
came the Governor of the Bank of Eng- 


land. 


A Printer by Trade 


Raikes probably left school at the age 
of fourteen and went into his father’s 
printing office, where he learned type 
composing and all the other arts associ- 
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him more distressingly than 
ever the plight of the poor. 


He had a natural detestation for dirt, 
and the sight of the neglected mites, as 
compared with his own carefully tend- 
ed children (he had nine), moved him 
to much hard thinking — and with 
Raikes pity meant action! 


He had on occasions visited the two 
prisons in the city, and the terrible things 
he had seen there had moved him to 
compassion, as his editorial comments, 
which can be seen to this day, prove. 
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The Great Experiment 

When he was forty-four he began his 
great experiment. His work in the 
prisons had not met with great success, 
so he determined to try to make what 
he termed “a new race” out of children. 


They filled the streets, uncared for 
and vicious, and Raikes now had a 
theory: “Vice is preventable; begin 
with the child.” 


To do anything for “the great un- 
wanted army” in 1780 seemed fantastic, 
but Raikes had been reading the Bible. 
He was a strong-minded man and said 
his prayers regularly; he determined to 
have a try. 

It was with this resolve in his mind 
that he met the Rev. Thomas Stock, 
vicar and headmaster of the Cathedral

School, who happened to be walking the 
same way. 


It was a momentous meeting which 
has had world-wide significance. 


The two men agreed to do something. 
They found some “poor, but respect- 
able” women who would agree to teach 
children on Sunday. 


They then visited a number of slum 
parents and persuaded them to send 
their children to these women, instead 
of letting them play idly on the streets. 


Raikes’ first school was in Sooty 
Alley, and the teacher (the first regular 
Sunday School teacher in all history) 
was Mrs. Meredith, who taught some 
of the children how to sit still, but little 
else! 
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She soon had to give up, her patience 
exhausted. Mrs. Pritchley, the next, 
had better success, though the boys were 
marched to her school with logs of wood 
and weights on their feet to prevent 
them running away. Our present Sun- 
day School problem is by no means 
new! 


Raikes insisted on discipline, and on 
occasions marched the boys home and 
demanded that their parents “leather” 
them before he would march them back. 


Unbelievable Results 


The experiment continued for three 
years before Raikes let anyone know 
much about it. The results were almost 
unbelievable — even to himself. During 
three years eight schools were opened in 
the city. 


After the three years the news got 
out, and the marvels Raikes and his 
helpers had achieved stirred thousands 
of hearts. 


Hannah More and John Wesley be- 
gan to insist that a Sunday School 
should be formed wherever possible. 
Raikes’ name was soon known through- 
out the land. 


Wilberforce, Fox and other noted 
people who visited Gloucester were as- 
tonished by the changes visible in the 
children of the poor. They were taught 
to be clean, to pray, to bow and curtsy 
— they were transformed! 


There came a time, following the suc- 
cess of the Sunday School idea in vari- 
ous parts of the country, when people 
began to criticize it. 


Pitt, the Prime Minister, even con- 
sidered a Bill for the Suppression of 
Sunday Schools. But wiser counsel pre- 
vailed. A fiery exhortation by the well- 
known Rev. Rowland Hill was_ one 
means of preventing their suppression. 


Before Raikes died, on April 5, 1811, 
at the age of seventy-five, he saw the 
Sunday School idea catch on all over 
the world. What is more, he saw it 
foster the growth of day schools. 


Though he did so much good, he re- 
ceived little or no honour during his 
life, and it is a tribute to his humility 
and his good life that he expected none. 


In these days hundreds of thousands 
of Sunday School teachers and many 
millions of scholars are his living and 
wonderful memorials.

Isaiah 58:6-8; Luke 4:16-22; Hebrews 13:1-3 








EMORY TEXT: “I command thee, 

saying, Thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, and 
to thy needy.” Deuteronomy 15:11.

The Key Word: Poor 


That our Lord’s ministry was emi- 
nently a ministry for the poor is a com- 
monplace which need not be insisted 
on. 


His relations were poor people, with 
the associations, the habits, the feelings 
of the poor. He passed among men 
as the carpenter’s Son. 


His language, His illustrations, His 
entire method of approaching the un- 
derstandings and hearts of men, were 
suited to the apprehension of the un- 
educated. 


When He spoke the common people 
heard Him gladly. When He was asked 
by what signs He could prove His 
claims, He replied, among other things, 
— poor have the gospel preached to 
them.” 


His first disciples were poor men. 
As they looked back upon it, the grace 
of His example was felt by His dis- 
ciples and servants to consist preemin- 
ently in this: 
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“For ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that 
ye through his poverty might be rich.” 
(II Corinthians 8:9) 


It has been said that half the world 
goes to bed hungry every night. On 
the other hand, it has been claimed that 
half the world could live on what the 
other half wastes. 


As a lad, I was taught by an old- 
fashioned mother to leave nothing on 
my plate, and that it was a sacrilege to 
waste even a piece of bread. 


The Key Verse: Hebrews 13:2 


“Be not forgetful to entertain stran- 
gers: for thereby some have entertained 
angels unawares.” 


We get, in one sense, as much good 
by giving, as we confer on those who 
receive our gifts. We are to be merci- 
ful that thus we may imitate God. 


Hospitality is of importance because 
it involves a genial nature — a large, 
loving heart, consideration and care for 
man. 


An individual who is not a lover of 
hospitality is in danger of living to him- 
self, shutting up life within himself, be- 
ing separate and divided from his fel- 
lows. 


Man is a social being and he who 
would have friends “must show himself 
friendly.” 


Incidental circumstances often lead 
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to great and unexpected results. An in- 
troduction to a stranger — an act of 
courtesy — a few passing words, have 
led to results which have influenced all 
the future. 


Men have only thought of entertain- 
ing a stranger, and they have entertain- 
ed an angel. We are to do life’s duties; 
we are to be generous and hospitable if 
no angel ever enters our tent; we are to 
entertain strangers, though they may 
never turn out to be angels. 


The Key Fact: The Needs of Those 
Around Us Vary 


Needs of people are different; the 
causes are different; the treatment or 
response to them must be different. 


Some are in need because of indol- 
ence and laziness; some are merely the 
unfortunate victims of circumstance; 
some are unwise; some have fallen un- 
der temptation. 


In each case, we must find the cause 
of the need and be sure that we are 
treating the cause and not the effect, 
the disease and not the symptom. 


A sympathetic attitude is essential in 
understanding and meeting the needs of 
others. 


Genuine concern should dominate 
our actions in the treatment of others. 
Our living must never be “grudgingly, 
or of necessity,” whether it be money, 
goods or service. A man in need, as 
well as the Lord, responds to a cheerful 
giver. 

Love lightens the tasks and makes 
our help meaningful. To “bestow all 
my goods to feed the poor ... and have 
not charity (love)” is profitless. 


Love transforms the task from drud- 
gery and duty into joy and pleasure. 
Love gives, love shares, love warms; it 
wins where all else fails.

The Key Word: King 


It is most fitting that in this majestic 
prophecy on the mount, Jesus should 
refer to Himself as “the King.” 


Inherent in His teaching throughout 
His ministry is His divine authority, 
but here He plainly declares Himself to 
be the King of the universe. 


His conduct, His manner, His decla- 
rations all partake of kingly majesty. 
Even though He is about to permit His 





wicked enemies to arrest, torture and 
slay Him, there is no trace of bitterness 
in the grand sermon. 


It is not with wrathful shout, uplifted, 
clenched fist, or bitter invective. that 
He pronounces the doom of the wicked; 
it is in solemn, measured tones. 


The basis of the condemnation is so 
self-evident it allows no room for com- 
plaint. The effort of the wicked to jus- 
tify themselves falls of its own weight. 
Theirs has been the folly of unbelief 
translated into selfish, worldly conduct 
of life. 


Interwoven with the royal title 
“King,” there is the humble title Jesus 
loved so well: “the Son of man.” 


It is the Son of man who is now be- 
ing rejected and slain. It will be the 
Son of man who finally comes in all 
His heavenly glory. 


It is the Friend and the Saviour of 
the lost, the outcast, the lowly and neg- 
lected, who now speaks from the eter- 
nal throne. 


The Key Verse: Matthew 25:35 


“For I was an hungred, and ye gave 
me meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave 
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me drink: I was a stranger, and ye 
took me in.” 


At Jacob’s well Jesus’ disciples felt 
strongly His need of food as they urged 
Him: “Master, eat.” 


He was hungry as He approached 
the barren fig tree in the outskirts of 
Jerusalem. On both occasions any phy- 
sical pangs were swiftly forgotten in 
the quick ascendancy of His divine 
Spirit. 

One is inclined to wonder just how 
many people did actually provide for 
Jesus’ physical wants on various occas- 
ions when He was hungry, thirsty, 
weary. 

What a thrilling thought to hear Him 
now declare that anyone of us in all 
ages may minister to Him by serving 
“one of the least of these my brethren.” 


The latter phrase of the Key Verse 
causes us to think of the people of Naz- 
areth, of Gadara, and of the churlish 
Samaritan village driving Him forth 
from their midst. 


Is it not a fearful thought to consider 
that we. too, may have driven Jesus 
forth into the night and the storm by 
means of refusing shelter to some un- 
fortunate person who sought our help? 


The Key Fact: We Should Become 
Servants For Jesus’ Sake 


We must not content ourselves by of- 
fering physical ministrations only to 
the needy. We must carry with us the 
Gospel of Christ to bring redemption 
to the soul. 


If we do not, then we have betrayed 
the message delivered to us and have 
reduced our ministry to mere social 
service. 


If we do not bring Christ to the 
world with His message of redemption 
from sin, then we have stripped the 
Gospel of its divine nature and power. 


It requires high, moral courage to 
go into all the world preaching the 
Gospel. It is much easier to give physi- 
cal gifts which will raise no controver- 
sy. But to do this is to give a stone in- 
stead of bread, and a serpent instead 


of fish. 


The fact that Jesus is King and 
Judge in the day of judgment and that 
service to Him is the basis of judgment 
concentrates everything upon the na- 
ture, the claims, the commands, the 
promises, the power of Jesus. 


The Christian religion is centered up- 
on Christ. Even this scene, which so 
strongly glorifies the heart of mercy 
and the tender ministrations that are 
shown, keeps the focus upon Jesus in 
whose name and for whose sake we 
minister.

GOOD NEWS 


Luke 1:1-4; 3:1-6 








EMORY TEXT: “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.”

The Key Word: Salvation 


The verb to save and the noun salva- 
tion together appear no less than one 
hundred fifty times in the New Testa- 
ment! 


It is a term which stands for several 
Hebrew and Greek words, the general 
idea being safety, deliverance, ease, 
soundness. 


In the Old Testament the term refers 
to various forms of deliverance, both 
temporal and spiritual. 


God delivers his people from their 
enemies and from the snares of the 


wicked (Psalm 37:40; 59:2; 106:4). 


He also saves by granting forgiveness 
of sins, answers to prayer, joy and 


peace (Psalm 79:9; 69:13; 51:12). 


The Old Testament prophecies center 
upon One who was to come as the 
bringer of salvation. 


In the New Testament salvation is re- 
garded almost exclusively as from the 
power and dominion of sin. And of this 
Jesus Christ is the Author. 


It is freely offered to all men, but is 
conditioned upon repentance and faith 
in Christ (John 3:16; Hebrews 2:3). 


God’s plan of salvation is “good 
news” to a lost world, and has been re- 
corded for all the ages in His infallible 
revelation, the Bible. 


It is most appropriate that the first 
four books of the New _ Testament 
should give the simple, factual account 
of the coming of the Son of God from 
heaven to earth and the fulfillment of 
His divine mission in our midst. 


It is likewise fitting that each of 
these four books should be called “The 
Gospel’? — the good news, as recorded 
by one of the divinely chosen and in- 
spired narrators. 


The Key Verse: Luke 3:3 


“And he came into all the country 
about Jordan, preaching the baptism of 
repentance for the remission of sins.’ 
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John too had a Gospel to preach, 
though at the first sounding of it there 
was terribleness enough in the tone. 


John preached the baptism of repent- 
ance, but, behold, it was repentance 
with hope, repentance and the remis- 
sion of sins. 


John the Baptist is not a mere his- 
toric figure; his ministry represents a 
great fact which has a prominent place 
in the spiritual transformation and pro- 
gress of mankind. 


Though he came from the wilderness, 
yet as to the spiritual aspects of his 
ministry, he came up from the region 
of holy prophecy, and upon him there 
rested the benediction of holy men of 
old. 

John prepared the way for Christ by 
declaring private righteousness prepar- 
atory to public reformation. 

He prepared the way for the advent 
of the Messiah by a simple assertion 
that right is right, and wrong wrong. 


He prepared the way for the Messiah 
by teaching simple truths, falling back 
upon first principles. 


The Key Fact: Today is the Day of 
Salvation 


When God was ready, He sent His 








Son. His Son told us to go into all the 
world with His message. For almost two 
thousand years His followers have been 
dawdling at the job. 


The time is ripe for a great, world- 
wide evangelistic campaign. America, 
a leading nation of the world, acknowl- 
edges its trust in God on its coins, cur- 
rency and diplomatic stationery. 


Its Congress has placed in the salute 
to the Stars and Stripes the words, “one 
nation, under God.” 


Its leaders attend church and pray. 
Its best-selling books are the Bible and 
other volumes having to do with Chris- 
tianity. 


More than half its people profess to 
be church members. These same persons 
are giving more for Christian work 
than ever before. 


Certainly the Christian workers in 
such a nation, under such favorable cir- 
cumstances, ought to move quickly to 
win much of the world which is cring- 
ing in fear of those who vigorously ad- 
vance an ungodly ideal. 


The world is ready for Christ. Per- 
haps the careful and prayerful study of 
this six-month’s course will result in 
an awakening — a great, world-wide 
evangelistic campaign!

The Key Word: Simeon 


There is always something very touch- 
ing about the tender devotion that the 
aged show to little children, grandchil- 
dren, or great-grandchildren growing 
up in the home. 


Those who have nearly spent their 
allotted years in this world look with 
peculiar joy upon the children who 
must one day take up the burdens and 
carry on. 


There is something of this spirit in 
Christmas as eyes grow misty with tears 
and all the world pauses to sit humbly 
in the circle of little children and share 
their blessed experiences. 


In the meeting of the aged saint Sim- 
eon with the young Child who had come 
to redeem the world, extreme youth and 
extreme old age met in a fascinating 
manner. 


The Christ is the same yesterday, to- 
day and forever. His days may not be 
numbered. But so far as His sojourn 
in the flesh is concerned, He was a lit- 


tle Child. 


How the heart of this aged, inspired 
messenger must have been stirred as 
he looked into the face of this young 
Child. 


What love must have filled his heart, 
what thanksgiving to God that at last 
His precious promises of redemption 
were about to be fulfilled. 


If there was regret that he might not 
live longer in this world to witness the 
majesty of the Divine redemption, it 
was lost in the glory of this experience 
in his old age. 


The Key Verse: Luke 2:32 


“A light to lighten the Gentiles, and 
the glory of thy people Israel.” 


Christ gives the light of truth, of 








spiritual sight, of knowledge, of holi- 
ness, of joy, of heaven. 


The natives of arctic regions put on 
their holiday attire and enthusiastically 
welcome the returning sun when, after 
months of absence, he again revisits 
them with his rays. 


How much more should we rejoice in 
the light of “the Sun of Righteousness.” 
When Christ gives us light, we must re- 
flect it (see Matthew 5:14-16). 


The lighthouse, when its lights burn 
truly, will warn the mariner against 
danger, and enable him to pursue the 
right and safe way. So we may each 
guide some from the darkness and dan- 
ger of sin, to the light and safety of 
God’s mercy in Christ. 


Christ is to the material world what 
the sun is to the natural; and wherever 
the Gospel has been published and re- 
ceived as a communication from God, 
the darkness has fled, as night flies be- 
fore the day; and we know that wher- 
ever the revelation made through Christ 
has been dispersed, wherever it has 
vouchsafed its cheering rays, purity and 
morality have illuminated the horizon. 


The Key Fact: God Keeps His Prom- 
ises 


God keeps all of His promises. Be- 
cause His purposes are often inscrut- 
able for us, we frequently imagine that 
it takes God a long time to keep His 
promises. 


It is easy for man, who is limited by 
time and space, to forget that God is 
eternal and that a day with Him is as a 
thousand years. 


God’s promises are always good, 
even as He is perfect in His righteous- 
ness and wisdom. 


They do not always presage good 
for us, because our sinfulness some- 
times makes it impossible for Him io 
give us good. 


Promises of undesirable results are 
often called warnings. God’s warnings 
are as abundant and as sure as are 
His promises. 


Even as the righteous can rest in 
peace upon His promises, so the wicked 
may not find escape from His warnings. 


When Bill Dollar trusts his money in 
a bank, he knows that institution has 
assets enough to repay him, that his 
deposits are insured by the federal gov- 
ernment, and that the bank and the 
government never have failed to keep 
a promise. 


We have exactly the same reason for 
knowing that God will keep His prom- 
ise to us, just as He kept His promise 
to Simeon. He has never failed to keep 
a promise, and He never will!
